3. Inventions from Group I and Group II are related as process of making and product 
made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). 
In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different 
process, such as, for example a method that includes providing an anode comprising an array of 
sub-micron silicon structures supported on a silicon substrate; and providing a cathode 
comprising lithium, arranged to form a battery. 

4. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply:
